MAKE COWS PAY SOME PROFIT 
OR SELL THEM 
Dairymen of Lawrence County who 
wish to increase 
the 
net 
income 
from their dairy should check very ! 
carefully on the milk-producing or 
working ability of their cows. 
All cows are not alike in value ! 
or usefulness to their owner. Many 
cows are wholly unable to pay their : 
way at the present prices of milk 
and danymen should do everything 
passible in herd management to pro­ 
tect themselves from loss. 
Low-producing 
cows 
lead 
their 
- 
owners info debt and discourage­ 
ment. When records of production 
are carefully kept in the dairy herd, j 
all low-producing cows on the year­ 
ly basis can be disposed of as soon 
as discovered. 
While the amount realized from ■ 
the sale oí such cows for beef may ' 
not equal what the owner consid­ 
ers their real worth, the loss thru 
continuing them in the herd may 
become much greater than any fan­ 
cied loss caused selling at market 
price for beef. 
A re-adjustment in 
dairy herds 
seems to be necessary at this time. 
Cows should be treated as individu­ 
als; they should be 
studied 
and 
their records checked; the good ones 
should have good care and be fed 
liberallv. The low producers should 
be moved out at the first opportun­ 
ity. All cows kept should have the 
best possible feed and care, for it is 
the cow fed in accordance with her 
actual needs that produces milk at 
the lowest cast. 
A constructive dairy program suit­ 
ed to the times is as follows: Rec-1 
ord-keeping on every cow in the 
herd, weeding out all low producers, ¡ 
liberal feeding of good cows accord­ 
ing to production, and the use of a 
good sire.

SOME TIMELY REMINDERS FOR 
FEBRUARY GARDENING 
Branches of many of the flower­ 
ing shrubs may be brought indoors 
and kept in a cool part of the cel­ 
lar in pails of water to be forced in­ 
to bloom. Forsythia and spirea are 
the mast commonly used shrubs for 
forcing. 
Many large shade trees

moved by the frozen ball method at 
this season of the vear.

Transplanting Trees and Shrubs" 
gives directions. 
When snow 
covers the ground

Orders for flower seeds, shrubs 
evergreens and shade trees should 
be placed with reliable

cessive changes of temperature and 
over or under watering may occur. 
Most house plants will stand very 
little abuse.

“These students, through the co­ 
operation of the college adminis­ 
tration, have been allowed to enter 
the university without the necessary 
standard requirements .

That the use of alcoholic bever­ 
ages has increasing economic as­ 
pects is evident from the nation’s j 
increasing drink bill. 
The liquor 
control agency of one state (Ohio) | 
has recently reported official sales 
of approximately $45.000,000 for the 
year 1936, an increase of about $12,- I 
000.000 over the corresponding sales 
of 1935. 
More significant still are the re- j 
ports from life insurance compan- | 
ies showing alarming increases in 
rejections of applicants because of j 
their excessive use of intoxicants. 
Rejections for this cause among ap­ 
plicants under 30 years of age in 
the year 1935-1936 in one large rep­ 
resentative company amounted to 
33.7 out of 
every 100 
rejections, 
while this same figure for 1931-1932 
was only 11.9 per 100 rejections. Un­ 
insurability for this cause exceeded 
that for ail other causes among ap­ 
plicants under 45 years of age.
